France Favors Colony 


Administration for 


Italy; Position 


Is Not Clear 


Rome, March 23 </P)—A foreign 


ministry 
spokesman said 
today 


Italy has flatly rejected Yugo- 
slavia's offer to, swap Trieste for 
the Italian city of Gorizia. 


The western allies proposed the 


return of the free territory of 
Trieste to Italy last Saturday. 
Yugoslavia 
countered 
yesterday 


with an offer to relinquish her 
claims on Trieste if Italy will 
give up Gorizia, to the north. 


The spokesman said: 
"It Is clear that Itnly cannot 


accept the separation of a part 
of Italian flesh bartered for an- 
other part of Italian flesh." 


The Italian answer came only 


a few hours after grout throngs 
roaring "Viva Trieste'1 welcomed 
Premier Alcide de Gaspcri and 
Foroijjn 
Minister 
Count 
Carlo 


Sforza hack to Rome. 
The spokesman emphasized that 


the Italian government had re- 
ceived no official word of the re- 
ported proposal regardjng •Gori- 
zia. He said, he was speaking en- 
tirely on the basis of press re- 
ports. 
Asked what other hopes of 
treaty revision thqre was in re- 
gard to the. Italian colonies, the 
spokesman said: 
- 
"On the part of France, the 
thesis has been confirmed in the 
most absolute manner that she 
wishes to give Italy administra- 
tion of Eritrea, Somaliland and 
Libya." 
France has long been known to 
favor 
letting 
Italy 
administer 


these colonies, which the peace 
treaty 
virtually stripped 
from 


her.Russia also has stated willing- 
ness to hnve administration of 
HID colonies revert to Italy. 
The United Slates 
l» also be- 


lieved to go along with France. 
The British position has not been 
made clear: 


Trieste Is Keystone 


The spokesman stressed 
the 


importance 
of the Trieste de- 


velopment to Italy's hopes for 
general revision of the 
peace 
treaty. He said that before and 
since Italian ratification of the 
peace treaty, its eventual revision 
had been the Italian government's 
aim. 


He said he hoped Russia would 
go along with the western pow- 
ers' Trieste proposal. 
There was pandemonium at the 
station as Romans, for the first 
time, bellowed out their satisfac- 
tion with the western allies' pro- 
posal to return the free territory 
of Trieste to Italy. De Gaspcri 
and Sforza were in Turin Satur- 
day when French Foreign Minis- 
ter 
Georges Bidault first 
an- 


nounced the idea. 
Amid continued cries of "Viva 
Trieste Italiana," "Viva De Gas- 
peri" and "Viva Sforza," De Gas- 
peri told the crowd it was too 
early to make and definite fore- 
cast on the future of Trieste, 
where - Italian and Yugoslav bor- 
der patrols exchanged shots yes- 
terday. 


"We do not know yet what will 
come," he said. "We must still 
wait. Nothing that happened was 
improvised or occurred without 
effort. And this effort was above 
party lines." 


Sforza 
also

Another com- 
plaint; was that the department 
was derelict in requiring demon- 
stration of eligibility for relief. 


Fielding accused the state board

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•WAR OF INFLUENCE' 


Senator Taft has defined the present 


world situation as a "war of influence, not a 
military war." The question that bothers 
him, and millions of other Americans, is 
whether we should assume that hostility 
will confine Itself to spheres of Influence or 
should get ready for a shooting war. 


The reason for the world situation is as 


clear as the senator's definition of It is apt. 
Russia'« conquests have been largely non- 
military because every other European na- 
tion Is so weak, militarily and economically, 
that a mere threat of force is enough. 


If nothing Is done to change this condition 


there Is every reason to suppose that the 
Soviet government, aided by its Communist 
fifth columns, could set up Russian-style gov- 
ernments all the way to the Atlantic ocean. 


Mr. Taft believes that, up to now, Russia 


has only been "consolidating" the sphere of 
influence awarded her by the Yalta agree- 
ment. But the destruction of democracy in 
Czechoslovakia, for instance, is scarcely con- 
solidation. Neither does the suppression of 
aO political opposition in occupied countries 
fall within the usual definition of the word. 


We doubt very much that Mr. Roosevelt 


and Mr. Churchill, the authors of the At- 
lantic Charter, had this turn of events in 
mind when they recognized Russia's pre- 
dominant Interest in her neighboring states. 


Thus far the war of Influence has been 


pretty one-sided. Now the U. S. seems about 
rmdy to apply the Influence of money, ma- 
terials and food In the cause of European 
freedom against the destructive influence of 
the Moscow-directed Communists In the 
E.R.P. countries — especially Italy and 
France. But should we also be building up 
our own military defenses from their present 
Inadequate state to one of at least potential 
readiness for war? 


Mr. Taft, who at first Insisted that there 


was no hurry about E.R.P., now seems to 
think that it might be too late. "We're wast- 
ing money if this Is war," he says, "as the 
E.R.P. won't have any effect for at least six 
months." Yet he also says that he has "no 
knowledge of any Russian intention for mili- 
tary aggression." 


That is probably true so long as Russia 


te not thwarted in her "war of Influence." 
But there is plenty of evidence that war is 
not absent from the Soviet government's 
thoughts. 


Communist philosophy and propaganda 


preach the inevitable war on capitalism. Rus- 
sia has millions under arms. She has added 
industrial Czechoslovakia to her domain. Ap- 
parently reliable eye-witnesses say that Rus- 
sia has sent Yugoslavia torpedo boats, sub- 
marines, military planes, big guns and tanks,' 
and rocket bombs whose launching sites 
menace Italy across the Adriatic. And there 
are many more indications, by word and 
deed, that Russia will fight for what she 
wants If she can't get it any other way. 


Those In our government who have dealt 


with the Russians at first hand seem gen- 
erally to be the ones who put the least trust 
in Russia's peaceful intentions. There can be 
no assurance of whether they are right or 
wrong until a stable settlement is reached 
or the shooting starts. But unless we are to 
change our national policy and abandon Eu- 
rope to communism, there seems to be no 
alternative but to recognize the possibility 
of war and prepare for it. 


NEW^AMENDMENT 


The 22nd Amendment to. the Constitution 


has started on its way—perhaps. A House 
Judiciary subcommittee has unanimously 
recommended for passage an amendment 
abolishing the electoral college, and substi- 
tuting choice of the president by direct vote. 
Each state would retain, however, its allot- 
ment of electoral voles, which would be 
divided proportionally among the candidates. 
Thus New York's 45 votes might go 25 to 
one nominee and 20 to another, if those fig- 
ures correspond to their popular vote. This 
project was originally .suggested by the late 
SenatoV George W. Norrls of Nebraska.

Of course, the child whose parents are always too 
busy to give even a moment for discussion, lacks 
the chnncc to weave a story of its own imagination. 


In fact, it seems to me that our quarrel Is not 
with whnt the child reads or sees or hears; It Is 
that the current gcnerktlon of parents seems to 
have too little time and patience to be a part or 
the child's life.

gress, reflecting a popular desire, 
has brushed aside all partisanship 
ind prepared the way for a reduc- 
ion in taxes on individual incomes 
effective this year. 


Whether 
President 
Truman 


vetoes or does not veto the bill, 
.here are more than two-thirds of 
each House who wiH vote to enact 
t. 


The steady, persistent pressure 
'or tax reduction does.not ema- 
nate from any one class of in- 
dividuals, It is a pent-up demand 
Tor relief from wartime tax rates. 
Jitizens .are quite willing to bear 
ligh taxes as a sacrifice for war 
objectives, but in peacetime high 
:ax rates become a form of pun- 
shment for thrift and talent and 
creative, ability. 
The need for tax reduction has 


jeen apparent ever since the war 
ended. Congress now is acting on 
the assumption that war is not 
near. If war comes, tax rates will 
je lifted higher overnight. 
The principal argument for tax 


reduction is the need to protect 
the nation against depression. The 
present-day economy is imperilled 
ay the fact that individuals do 
not have enough money after 
meeting expenses to invest in se- 
curities. Unless risk capital is 
available 
from private 
sources, 


the government must furnish it. 
This leads to state socialism and 
the destruction of individual lib- 
erties, including the stifling of th* 
private initiative which has built 
America. 


The radicals, of course, fight 


every form of tax reduction that 
can strengthen the present thrift 
system because they want sto de- 
molish It and substitute state capi- 
talism. It is precisely this trend 
which the C.I.O. and other redical 
organizations have favored, little 
realizing that to destroy the pri- 
vate saving and private capital 
system is to bring the chaos from 
which Communism or Fascism 
usually rise. 
President Truman may surprise 
the country by signing the new 
tax bill. Certainly he would put a 


lot of Democrats out on a limb by 
asking!them to sustain a veto and 
then go before the country against 
candidates who favor tax reduc- 
tion. 
When such a large number of 


Democrats favor a bill, it is po- 
litically unwise,for the President, 
as party leader, to go contrary 
to their wishes.

there in both houses for enact* 
mcnt over th^ veto, and prepara- 
tions arc now in the works at th€ 
Treasury to handle the tax-re- 
duction program. 


If, in the next two or three

changes in tax rates are by no 
means infallible. 
The experience 


of the country with decreased tax 
rates is that they stimulate busi- 
ness activity to such an extent 
that corporate receipts and mis- 
cellaneous r e v e n u e s show a 
marked improvement. 
It would 
not be surprising if, instead of 
the estimated loss of $4,800,000.- 
000 in revenue, the Treasury may 
actually lose less than half that 
amount. 
If so, the way will b* 


opened to further tax reduction. 


By no stretch of the imagina- 


tion, to be sure, can the bill juat 
passed by the Senate be called a 
normal 
or 
moderate 
tax-rat* 


measure. It provides for a reduc- 
tion, but the rates still will re- 
main far above what they were 
in 1939. 


So far as political benefit tram 
the latest reduction in taxes ia 
concerned, so many Demoerata 
have supported'the measure as to 
make it virtually a bi-partisaa 
affair.

Court Action Held 
Over Adult Guests 
AtChildren'sCamp 


A*n action involving the ques- 


tion whether adult guests being 
entertained at Camp Stuts on 
Choclikce Lake in the town of 
Lloyd is u violation of nn .agree- 
ment made in 1927 between Ray- 
mond Riordan, then operator of 
the Raymond Riordan School, and 
the proprietor of Camp Stuts was 
taken up in Supreme Court today. 
The action is brought by Chodi- 
kee Lake Farm Camp, Inc., which 
operates a children's camp on the 
former Riordan properly, against 
Marion Stuts and others, opera- 
tors of a children's camp on the 
westerly side of the lake. 


It is the contention of the plain- 


tiff that an agreement was made 
at the time the Stuts camp was 
established in which Sluts was 
granted use of the lake and a 
strip of land bordering the lake 
for a children's camp and that the 
use of the lake and strip of land 
for adults was prohibited. Plain- 
tiff contends that some time ago, 
after Riordan sold the lake pro- 
perty to the present owners who 
established a children's camp, thc-||

children at the camp but on Labor 
Day and during the Jewish holi- 
days in September and October 
and that this is a violation of the 
agreement made between Stuts 
and Riordan.
